Could Hit $120 Million 


Premier Bennett's proposed 
png. has. a neatly rounded- 
“left over” of $2.5 million 
pt detailing all the money 
he plans to spend in the com- 
ing fiseal year. 

Tt will be almost 1% years 
from now before the appro- 
priate public accounts come 
down to show how close he 
came to that figure. 

But on past performance 
the actual surplus of the 1966 
budget could be closer to $120 
million. 

And that, mind you, ‘will be 
added to the surplus he will 
hold this April 1 after paying 
$62.2 million into the Pacific 
Great Eastern Railway and 
paying off the ferry authority 
debt.

No Surplus 

The year ¢, there was 
virtually no- budgetary surplus 
predicted, then the following 
budget speech said that rev- 
enues were so much higher 
that even after paying off an 
unscheduled $17.7 million to 
remove all bridge and high- 
way tolls, the indications were 

there would stil] be $25 million 
left over for surplus account. 

_When a few months ago the 
final tally of that unpredicted 
surplus Was announced. it 
showed up as $28.4 million 
(forgetting the toll re.noval 
payment) which brought up 
accumulated suplus account to 
its present “‘official” $64.9 
million as of last March 31, 

In reality, accumulated 
total surplus this particular 
week must be around $-%5 
million — and that's the whole 
reason for Premier Bennett's 
figure juggling. 

He wouldn't be able to 
resist demands for medicare 
and a host of other services 
which would come even from 
his own backbenchers if he 
didn’t hide it under a maze of 
confusing figures and the fact 
that public accounts wont ¢joy 
reveal the total until some- 
time in the summer of 1967. 


More Evidence

France does not now main- 
tain formal diplomatic re- 
lations with North Viet Nam. 

Inquiries in pertinent 
French, circles indicate that it 
is unlikely that this step will 
be taken, for reasons of 
general policy.

over, while Mai Van Bo has 
the rank in his own country's 
service of minister plenipoten- 
tiary, the French up to now 
have usually kept a man of 
lower personal rank in Hanoi.
